THE 
MEETING 
itself 
was 
more calm, although charges 
and counterclaims again fea­ 
tured the session. The board 
spent part of the time in execu­ 
tive session, hearing the story 
of Cathedral City residents who 
sought 
the removal 
of 
Mrs. 
Helen Emery as principal of 
their school, and then discussed 
as a committee of the whole 
qualifications of all school a d ­ 
ministrators before reconvening 
in open session to take action. 
Twenty interested spectators 
waited for the board to recon­ 
vene at 1 a.m. 


ALL ADMINISTRATORS ex 
cept Mrs. Emery were rehired 
for next year, including Seamus 
Nunan, principal of Nellie Coff­ 
m an Junior high school, who 
was under attack at the m eet­ 
ing last week. Mrs. Emery will 
be retained as a teacher. 
Thirty parents of the Cathe­ 
dral C'tty students sought the 
action, and said that they had 
petitioned 
the board with 
a 
sim ilar proposal last year.

THE BOARD voted to hear 
the specific complaints in ex ­ 
ecutive 
session 
because, 
as 
Member Ray Sorum said, “we 
question very much the moral 
right to discuss any person in 
public." Even though it is an 
executive session, he added. "I 
will vote on the m atter the way 
I see it, and not as an agreed 
action of the board members.” 
Only dissenting vote on the 
adoption of the recom m enda­ 
tion 
of 
the 
committee-as-a- 
whole w as from Haig Harris, 
who probably based his vote 
on the rehiring of Nunan, with 
whom he had clashed at the 
previous meeting.

City M anager R. W. Peterson 
told council that the program 
will be conducted at 
a slow 
pace, to further aid residents 
jn securing housing elsewhere.

City M anager R. W. Peterson 
reported to council 
that the 
Summer program w as very s u c ­ 
cessful last year, with 835 p e r­ 
mits issued, and only two in ­ 
stances where the fire d e p a rt­ 
ment w as called out as a pre­ 
cautionary measure. 


THE LATER STARTING date 
was proposed because a larg e 
num ber of visitors rem ain in 
the Village until after the M e­ 
morial Day weekend holiday. 
Council two years ago in sti­ 
tuted the ban on burning d u r ­ 
ing the Fall. Winter and Spring 
seasons, to protect visitors and 
Winter residents from any pos­ 
sible air irritants.

Mrs. Ruiz was a passenger in 
the car driven by her husband, 
Marcus Ruiz, when it collided 
with a car driven by May Marie 
Frum of Palm Desert. 


THE ACCIDENT occurred at 
3 p.m., in the 1100 block of East 
Ramon road, with Ruiz driving 
out of a trailer park residence, 
and Mrs. Frum traveling east 
on East Ramon. 
Damage to both cars was esti­ 
mated at $450. and Ruiz was 
cited bv investigating officers 
for violating the right-of-way 
of another automobile. 
The death of Mrs. Ruiz leaves 
26 adult members of the Agua 
Caliente Band of Mission In ­ 
dians.

City Rejects 


Bid to Share 


Flood Costs 


Flood Zone Board 
Request for 50-50 
Payment Refused 


City council Tuesday evening 
turned "thumbs down” on a 
proposal from the Zone 6 flood 
contrrf] commissioners to par­ 
ticipate on a fifty-fifty basis in 
the flood protection program in 
Palm Canyon. 
The 
request was made by 
letter, and the commissioners 
had asked for a reply by the 
time of their final budget hear­ 
ing Friday, May 28. 


COMMISSIONERS Willard It. 
Hillery. 
Raymond 
M. 
Sorum 
and W illiam A. Mason pointed 
out that regardless of the out­ 
come of the request Palm Can­ 
yon flood control will continue 
to be the major project in Zone 
6. but completion of the work 
would take three years unless 
a bond issue was asked. 
Total cost of the project was 
estimated at $185,000. with the 
city and Zone 6 each contribut­ 
ing $92,500. 


COUNCIL MEMBERS, in re­ 
jecting the proposal, said that 
84 percent of the funds raised 
by taxation for Zone 6 improve­ 
ments come from within the 
city limits of Palm Springs, and 
it would not be fair to local 
taxpayers to 
further 
add to 
their tax burden by the city 
participating in the project. 
They added that ail major 
projects within the city limits 
in the past have been paid for 
by contributions from private 
parties, but praised the flood 
control commissioners for work 
on sm aller projects in this area. 


THE PROJECT itseif would 
include acquisition of all neces­ 
sary 
rights-of-way, 
and 
the 
levee carried across the canyon 
to the western end of the fan. 
The levee would be concrete 
faced, and designed to give pro­ 
tection for all floods up to and 
including what is considered to 
be a "hundred year flood.” 
Commissioners reported that 
this levee would give this pro­ 
tection to all that property and 
land 
lying immediately north 
of the Palm Canyop cone, cov­ 
ering all or parts of four sec­ 
tions. They estimated that the 
increase in land valuation due 
to this protection would be ap ­ 
proximately $3,500,000. 
City aid was requested, the 
commissioners 
said, 
because 
the funds are now available in 
the c ity ’s capital outlay fund, 
and 
would not require addi­ 
tional taxation. 


THEY THEMSELVES are op 
posed 
to any substantial in­ 
crease in the flood control tax 
rate, thereby making the pro­ 
ject a three-year program w ith­ 
out city aid. the commissioners 
continued. If the city partici­ 
pated, the work could be com­ 
pleted within the next fiscal 
year. 
The bond issue was brought 
up as an alternative, but "ow­ 
ing to the necessity for an elec­ 
tion, and should the measure 
pass, to the added tax burden 
which such a bond issue would 
impose," 
t h e 
commissioners 
said they hoped this solution 
could be avoided.

National Park 


for Palm Canyon 


Inclusion of the upper reaches 
of Palm Canyon into the N a­ 
tional Park system was asked 
by Supervisor Homer Varner of 
the fourth district in a letter to 
Congressman John Phillips this 
week. 
Varner m ade public his letter 
at Riverside Monday. 
"Taking 
into 
the 
national 
park system all of that scenic 
and recreational area would be 
beneficial to the entire Coa­ 
chella Valley," he said in his 
loiter. 
He suggested a survey to de­ 
termine areas most suitable for 
park purposes and said that 
check dams could bo built in 
the upper portion of the canyon 
to provide not only flood con­ 
trol for the desert area, but also 
to provide w ater conservation 
and recreational areas for fish­ 
ing and possibly boating. 
He also suggested that the 
area could be set aside as a 
game refuge.

State Court Ruling 
Overturns Earlier 
Decisions in Case

Attorney Jerry Bunker 
and city council members are 
aw aiting 
a transcript of the 
s ta te , suprem e court’s decision 
¡ ordering a special election on 
redistricting before committing 
the city to any definite action. 
The 
state 
suprem e 
court 
handed down a ruling Tuesday 
upsetting two earlier decisions 
on realignm ent of council dis­ 
tricts in Palm Springs. 


THEY UPHELD the appeal of 
Attorney Leonard Bock, revers­ 
ing both the county superior 
court and the district court of 
appeals which 
had 
ruled 
in 
| favor of the city. The opinion 
! was on a 5 to 2 vote. 
Bock had been denied a court 
order to force th e election in 
superior court. He appealed to 
the appellate court 
and was 
again the loser. But the state 
supreme court reversed both of 
the lower courts. 


THE REQUEST for an elec­ 
tion to reapportion council dis­ 
trict was m ade to council upon 
presentation of a petition con- 
t a i n i n g 
approximately 
500 
names about two years ago. 
When council refused to act on 
the 
petition, 
five 
Villagers, 
Fritz 
Blotter, 
Sal 
Allesandro, 
Don Seiler, Joe Palozzi and Fred 
Swedenhclm. engaged Bock to 
take the case to court. 
The 
petitioners 
contended 
that the population of Palm 
Springs 
had 
shifted 
greatly 
since the districts 
were first 
formed and that som e now had 
slightly more th an 100 voters 
and others in excess of 1000. 


C I T Y 
COUNCIL 
contended 
that it could not call an elec­ 
tion to change the districts ho 
cause they had been established 
by the state legislature. 
Former 
City 
Attorney 
Roy 
Colegate w ho w as involved in 
the first actions a n d who was 
retained because of this to aid 
in later court proceedings, will 
meet with Bunker and the coun­ 
cil when the suprem e court’s 
ruling is received

The old truck scales on U.S. 
60 70-99 near the junction of 
Stat - Sign Route 111 to Palm 
S' i'ips 
Ml soon weigh' their 
last truck, it w as announced 
Friday by C. V. Kane, district 
engineer of the State Division 
of Highways in San Bernardino. 
On June 10, 1954 bids will be 
opened in Los Angeles for the 
removal of the present scales 
and the construction 
of two 
new truck scales and weighing 
house, one on each side of the 
highway, about one-third mile 
west of th e present location. 
The oíd scales were originally 
installed 
between 
Beaumont 
and Banning in 1928 and m any 
thousands of trucks have been 
weighed since that time to in­ 
sure com pliance with State laws 
governing m ax im u m w eights of 
commercial vehicles. 
According to Kane, the scales 
at Palm Springs junction are 
now worn 
practically beyond 
repair. W hile originally located 
at the side of the road, th e in­ 
stallation is now in the median 
area of this heavily traveled 
trans continental highway. Its 
proximity to th e junction with 
the highw ay to Palm Springs 
also leads to confusion a n d de­ 
lay, not only to trucks, but to 
through passenger tAiffic.

This warning came* from the 
California Highway Patrol in 
pointing out that "bum per rid ­ 
ing” is a leading cause of acci­ 
dents. 
"Following too closely is not 
only a dangerous violation of 
the law. it is one th at can al 
w ays be avoided,” commented 
Patrol Commissioner B, R. Cald­ 
well. 
“Drivers who have no idea of 
the distance a car will travel 
in a given interval are most 
apt to find them selves involved 
in serious rear-end collisions,’’ 
he said. 
A moving autom obile travels 
one 
and one-half 
times the 
speedometer speed in feet per 
second. For 
example, 
at 
30 
m iles per hour an automobile 
will travel 45 feet per second; 
at 50 miles per hour it travels 
75 feet per second; at 60 miles 
per hour it goes 90 feet per 
second. 
"When allowance is made for 
the three-quarters of a second 
reaction time that lapses while 
th e average driver applies the 
brake, it is obvious that the 
driver who follows too closely 
is apt to drive right into the 
rear of the car ahead,” Cald­ 
well explained. 
He suggested th at a good 
rule for safe driving is to allow 
at 
least one car length 
dis­ 
tance from the car ahead for 
every ten miles of speed.
